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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Once  again,  our  cooperative  Town  and  State  Forest 
fire  prevention  and  control  program  leads  the  nation 
in  least  acres  burned  per  forest  fire.  Less  than  one- 
half  acre  per  fire  statewide  average. 

At  the  Town  level,  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  is  res- 
ponsible for  the  prevention  and  control  of  all  grass 
and  woods  fires  when  the  ground  is  not  snow  covered. 

Forest  fire  prevention  is  achieved  at  the  Town  level 
by  issuing  a  written  permit  for  every  fire  that  is  to 
be  kindled  on  the  ground  out  of  doors  when  the  ground 
is  not  covered  with  snow.  Each  person  wishing  to  have 
an  outside  fire  must  obtain  this  written  permit  from 
the  Town  Fire  Warden  before  kindling  the  fire.  Any 
person  that  does  not  obtain  a  fire  permit,  when  one  is 
required,  is  violating  our  forest  fire  permit  law  and 
is  subject  to  a  court  appearance  and  could  be  fined 
up  to  $1,000  and  receive  a  jail  sentence  of  up  to  one 
year. 

No  fire  permit  will  be  issued  between  9:00  a.m. 
and  5:00  p.m.  unless  it  is  raining.  The  reason  for  this 
is  twofold:  the  fire  danger  increases  steadily  between 
9:00  a.m.  and  2:00  p.m.,  then  subsides  to  a  safe  level 
between  2:00  p.m.  and  5:00  p.m.  This  happens  because 
the  sun  dries  out  the  fine  fuels  that  are  easily  ignit- 
ed and  dries  the  air  which  permits  rapid  fire  spread. 
Also  during  this  part  of  the  day  fire  fighters  are 
not  readily  available  in  most  communities  so  an  escap- 
ed fire  could  burn  longer  and  cause  greater  damage 
before  being  suppressed. 

Your  cooperation  in  burning  only  when  conditions 
are  safe  is  greatly  appreciated.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GILMANTON 
CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Conservation  Commission  completed  its  agricul- 
tural inventory  of  the  Town  in  1983.  Twenty-eight  full 
and  part  time  farmers  were  contacted  by  mail  and  per- 
sonal interviews.  A  total  of  about  2,000  acres  were 
farmed  in  1983.  Most  of  this  farmland  was  used  for  hay, 
while  corn  silage,  pasture  and  fruit  accounted  for 
most  of  the  remaining  agricultural  production. 

Despite  the  benefits  which  Gilmanton  farmers  pro- 
vide to  the  Town,  they  face  numerous  problems  in  keep- 
ing their  farms  active.  Many  complained  about  high 
property  taxes,  a  problem  that  is  alleviated  to  some 
degree  by  the  "current-use  assessment"  status,  in 
which  most  farmers  place  their  land.  Some  also  expres- 
sed a  need  for  greater  services  such  as  road  mainte- 
nance and  enforcement  of  trespass  and  dog  control  laws. 
In  general,  many  sought  a  better  public  understanding 
of  their  attempts  to  continue  farming  in  light  of  an 
overall  regional  decline  in  small  farming  operations. 

Although  the  Commission  has  finished  its  survey  of 
Gilmanton  farmers,  we  plan  to  remain  active  in  helping 
to  promote  agriculture  in  Town. 

The  Conservation  Commission  supported  a  town  high 
school  student  this  year  at  the  New  Hampshire  Youth 
Conservation  Camp  in  Windsor.  Instruction  at  the  week- 
long  camp  is  conducted  by  staff  from  the  Society  for 
the  Protection  of  New  Hampshire  Forests.  A  variety  of 
natural  history  and  conservation  topics  are  covered  at 
the  camp,  with  the  student  getting  an  introduction  to 
natural  ecosystems  and  their  wise  management.  The 
student  who  represented  Gilmanton  at  the  1983  camp  was 
Miss  Leanne  Warburton.  As  an  application  of  some  of  her 
newly  gained  knowledge  on  conservation,  she  assisted 
us  with  our  agricultural  inventory.  Provided  funds  are 
available,  we  would  like  to  send  a  Gilmanton  student 
to  the  camp  each  year.

The  Planning  Board  holds  regular  meetings  on  the  second  Thursday  of  each 
month  at  7:30  p.m.  at  the  Town  Hall.  The  dates  and  agenda  of  all  meetings 
are  posted  in  advance  in  both  Town  Post  Offices.  Minutes  of  all  meetings 
are  kept  and  are  available  for  inspection  in  the  Town  Clerk's  Office.  All  meet- 
ings are  open  and  the  public  is  invited  to  attend. 

Subdivision  activity  within  the  Town  during  the  past  year  can  be  summa- 
rized as  follows: 

10  Residential  subdivisions  approved 

78  New  lots  in  approved  subdivisions 
963  in  Total  acreage  in  approved  subdivisions 

12  Acres  — Average  lot  size

The  Board  met  regularly  11  times  during  1983,  held  several  additional  eve- 
ning work  sessions  and  conducted  nine  onsite  inspections  of  the  lands  to  be 
subdivided.  The  Board  held  public  hearings  on  an  Earth  Excavation  Ordi- 
nance, desiged  to  regulate  open  earth  excavations  and  to  insure  that  the  areas 
affected  are  returned  to  their  natural  state,  and  this  ordinance  was  later 
adopted  by  the  Board. 

The  Board  also  held  public  hearings  on  a  woodlot  ordinance  drafted  and 
later  approved  by  the  Board.  This  ordinance  believed  to  be  one  of  the  first 
such  ordinances  adopted  in  the  State,  allows  land  on  Class  VI  roads  to  be 
subdivided  into  minimum  10  acres  lots  for  resale  for  future  use  as  wpodlots. 

The  Board  also  began  to  work  on  the  many  procedural  and  substantial 
changes  to  the  Town  Zoning  and  Subdivision  Regulation  which  will  be  re- 
quired by  the  1983  Zoning  and  Planning  Law  Recodification  Act  recently 
enacted  by  the  State  Legislature. 

David  McKinna's  many  contributions  and  longstanding  dedication  both  to 
the  Town  and  to  the  Planning  Board  are  gratefully  acknowledged.

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LAKES  REGION  PLANNING  COMMISSION 

The  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission  has  con- 
tinued its  service  to  member  communities.  As  in  the 
past,  our  primary  objective  has  been  to  provide 
information,  consultation  and  support  to  the  local 
Planning  Board  in  its  planning  efforts,  as  well  as 
to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  other  community 
officials. 

Requests  for  funding  continues  to  be  based  on  a 
formula  of  the  Town's  population  and  assessed  val- 
uation. Twenty-seven  municipalities  continue  their 
membership  with  the  Planning  Commission  because 
they  believe  that  it  provides  a  needed  service  that 
they  cannot  provide  independently  or  that  cannot  be 
obtained  elsewhere. 

The  Planning  Commission  has  worked  closely  with 
the  Town  of  Gilmanton  in  providing  an  organized 
framework  through  the  Commission's  Solid  Waste 
Management  District  so  as  to  meet  all  State  solid 
waste  planning  requirements.  In  addition,  the  LRPC 
provided  comment  on  subdivision  provisions  dealing 
with  forest  lots;  provided  the  Conservation  Commis- 
sion with  Land  Capability  Mapping;  typed  and  printed 
100  copies  of  the  Town's  Site  Plan  Review  Regulations 
and  provided  the  necessary  research  and  data  col- 
lection to  nominate  the  1895  Gilmanton  Academy 
building  and  the  1826  Centre  Congregational  Church 
of  Gilmanton  for  inclusion  on  the  National  Register 
of  Historic  Places.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

Dear  Selectmen  &  Residents  of  Gilmanton, 

In  my  duties  as  Health  Officer  last  year,  I  visit- 
ed 68  homes  for  possible  septic  violations;  28  of 
which  led  to  a  change  of  conditions. 

Having  driven  by  most  homes  in  our  area  with  a 
view  towards  maintaining  current  health  policies,  I 
have  identified  a  number  of  homes  discharging  waste 
unlawfully,  and  acted  with  the  State  to  make  resolu- 
tions. 

The  Town  Waste  Site  has  also  been  an  area  of  con- 
cern from  a  public  health  perspective.  Problems  with 
rodents,  sorting  and  illegal  dumping  have  been 
resolved. 

Visiting  homes  seeking  Day  Care  or  Adoption 
Licenses  was  a  less  active  area  during  the  last  year. 

In  1984,  I  will  be  working  to  review  septic 
systems  for  those  owners  adding  more  than  a  100  sq. 
feet  space  addition.  In  this  way  it  is  hoped  that 
our  lakes,  streams,  ponds,  and  wetlands  will  continue 
to  offer  high  quality  water  for  drinking,  recreation 
and  beauty.

We  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  and  the  combining, 
individual  fund  and  account  group  financial  statements  of  the  Gilmanton 
School  District  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1983,  as  listed  in  the 
accompanying  table  of  contents.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance 
with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards  and  accordingly  included  such 
tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  con- 
sidered necessary  in  the  circumstances.
